The 33,000,000 voters will give 
their answer in voting for a 
new 484-member Bundestag 
(Parliament’s lower house). 

With West Germany the big 
prize in the East-West strug- 
gle, the United States and Rus- 
sia have openly intervened in 
the bitter campaign. 

In a virtually unprecedented 
move in recent American di- 
plomacy, Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles gave a forth- 
right indorsement to Chancel- 
lor Konrad Adenauer, Christian 
Democratic leader, who has 
headed. a middle-road pro- 
Western government for the 
last four years.

DENVER, Sept. 5 (UP)—Pres-

FREEDOM VILLAGE, Korea, 
Sept. 5—Only 13 of 38 Amer- 
ican officers who were coerced 
by a threat of death to sign a 
Communist-drafted appeal to 
the United Nations to end “the 
senseless bloodshed in Korea” 
early in the war are now alive. 

The statement was made to- 
day by Maj. Newton W. Lan- 
tron of Mesa, Ariz., a battalion 
commander of the Thirty-fourth 
Regiment of the Twenty-fourth 
Division, who was captured July 
23, 1950, at Taejon. 

Maj. Lantron said he was one 
of the men who signed the doc- 
ument. He said he had been 
“elected” to read it before of- 
ficers and enlisted men at a 
meeting and subsequéntly was 
forced to record it for a radio 
broadcast. 

On Aug. 29, 1950, Jacob A. 
Malik, Soviet delegate to the 
United Nations, gave the U.N.

The West Germans are over- 
whelmingly anti - Communist 
and Moscow's intervention. in 
the campaign fell flat. But 
Dulles’ indorsement of Chan- 
cellor Adenauer ignited a 
heated controversy. 

In the last two days of the 
campaign “American interven- 
tion” became the biggest and 
hottest issue with the Socialists 
denouncing the United States 
for a “vicious attempt to inter- 
fere in the German election.” 

Adenauer defended Dulles but 
his supporters were deeply con- 
cerned. A responsible German 
official close to the Chancellor 
said: - 

“We were horrified by Mr.

American officials here. If this 
indorsement had come a week 
earlier, it could have wrecked 
Adenauer’s chance of re-elec- 
tion.”

Dr. Keith Simpson, lecturer in 
forensic medicine at the Univer- 
sify of London, whose findings 
have solved many a mystery for 
Scotland Yard, told the British 
Association for the Advancement 
of Science that classification of 
blood into types is becoming a 
precise procedure. 

“In the practice of medicine 
it is necessary usually to take 
into account only six or eight 
major types,” he said. ‘Actually 
we have already recognized up- 
wards of 30,000 blood groups, | 
and the chances of any two per- 
sons involved in a crime inquiry 
having precisely the same group- 
ing are remote.” 

He cited the murder case of | 
a girl who was stabbed to death. | 
A blood-stained handkerchief | 
was found in the pocket of a_ 
suspect. He said he had wiped | 
an injury on his face. The blood, | 
however, was not of his own 
group, but was identical with 
that of the murdered girl. The 
handkerchief had been used to 
wipe the knife with which ‘she 
had been stabbed. 

Fingerprints, Dr. Simpson told 
the scientists, remain the com- 
plete and unassailable clue to 
identity.

After he left the American

won 553 games out of 565 played 
against competition from all 
over the United States. 

The team _ set basketball's 
longest winning record — 202 
straight victories, and was the 
accredited world's girls basket- 
bali champions playing boys’ 
rules. 

Van Graflan’s TNT Girls won 
the Rochester women’s softball 
championship the past two years, 
and in addition defeated some 
of the best teams in the United 
States and Canada. 

He was en route to Toronto, 
Ont., to coach his softball team 
when the automobile he was rid- 
ing in rammed into a truck. At 
first it was believed that he was 
not seriously injured. However, 
he later became delirious and he 
was operated on. From that 
point on, he was seldom re- 
ported in better than “fair” con- 
dition until he lost nts battle 
yesterday.

IR policy has its ups and downs. At the moment it is in one of its 


downs. 


The 143-wing Air Force has been temporarily abandoned. This 


is not good for the country. Our national safety and the hopes of our 
foreign policy depend largely on the kind of air power we have. 


This is not because of any special im- 
portance of the element air, as opposed 
to the elements ground and sea. It is be- 
cause air power is atomic power, and 
atomic power is the most terrible military 
weapon man has ever had in his hands. It 
is also because the Russians as well as we 
have air-atomic power; and theirs is grow- 
ing every day. 

The United States simply must have a 
supremacy in air-atomic power which will 
be overwhelming. There is a minimum 
level of air-atomic power we must have 
at all times—a level which must have a 
big margin of superiority over the Rus- 
sians. We will not h---: it unl-- we re- 
verse the recent decisions which have in- 
terfered with our planned build-up of air- 
atomic power.

THE DECISION to cut the Air Force 
back from the 143-wing level involves a 
real dispute of policy. Let us not be con- 
fused by the technicalities—lead time, un- 
committed funds, unspent funds, and all 
the rest of those complicated details whose 
only effect is, and indeed may have been 
intended to be, to confuse and stifle a 
discussion on the merits. 


The policy issue is between the air- 
atomic priority theory and.the balanced 
force theory. I shall argue in this article 
for the air-atomic priority theory, in which 
I deeply bélieve. 

The air-atomic theory is based on the 
following propositions: 

The atomic bomb combined with the 
airplane has revolutionized warfare. A 
war may now be decided in the first 
weeks or days of combat. 

Russian atomic power—bombs plus the 
ability to deliver them on the centers 
of power of the Free World—is now 
substantial. The Russians could make 
a serious atomic attack now. Soon— 
and for planning purposes I would de- 
fine soon as within two to three years 
~—a Russian atomic attack on our cities 
and our industry and those of our main 
allies would be so serious as to raise 
the question whether the Free World 
could fight back. 


The assumption, for our planning pur- 
poses, must be that the Russians may 
make an atomic blitz at any time after 
they are in a position to do it. 


Even if the Russians do not make an 
atomic blitz, the air-atomic power they 
soon will have will give them a much 
stronger position in the cold war than 
they now have. Unless we build up a 
counter blitz which will be materially more 
impressive than theirs, our political posi- 
tion will be badly hurt in three areas. 

First, in the continental United States. 
It is intolerable that we should be open 
to a Russian atomic blitz without having 
in our hands the most terrible counter 
atomic blow this country can build. 

Second, in the rest of the NATO terri- 
tory. If we do not have a counter to pos- 
sible Russian atomic attack, all our mili- 
tary plans in SHAPE for the defense of 
Europe will be nullified, and the political 
effects in some European countries may 
be disastrous. The Free World has to be 
strong as well as right. 

Third, in the Gray Areas—the long line 
of contact of the Free World with Com- 
munism from the eastern extremity of 
NATO in Turkey to NATO’s western ex- 
tremity in Alaska, as well as the areas 
back of the line of contact which are not 
firmly bound to the cause of freedom. 

The backbone of the Free World 
counter to Russian air-atomic power 
must be overwhelmingly stronger air- 
atomic power. And the Russians and 
everyone else must know it is over- 
whelming. The United States alone can 
provide the bombs and the planes that 
together make it up. 


The prime political purpose of this force 
is to stop the Russians from starting a 
general war. Its purpose, also, is to give 
political strength to the Free World dur- 
ing the cold war, and it must be able to 
save the Free World from disaster in the 
unlikely event that the Russians would 
start a war in the face of such an over- 
whelming counter blast. 

. . * 

TO GET an overwhelming counter air- 
atomic force we will have to set up in our 
military planning a Priority 1. The char- 
ter member would be the Air Force's 
Strategic Air Command and those parts 
of Navy carrier air that can properly be 
assigned to this task. 

There would be other forces in Priority 
1, but they would have to prove their case. 
Air defense of the United States, for ex- 
ample—and considerably more of it than 
the present military budget can possibly 
provide. There can be nothing like abso- 
lute air defense against a Russian atomic 
blitz—especially a sneak attack—but that 
does not justify us in having our air de- 
fenses at the inadequate level they are 


against submarines. But unassigned, gen- 
eral-purpose forces, which do not directly 
meet the Russian air-atomic threat or are 
not needed to carry out the treaty obliga- 
tions to NATO—these should not be in 
Priority 1. 


It is no answer to this to say that we 
need these general-purpose forces be- 
cause they could be used to defend the 
areas outside NATO territory—such as, 
say Indochina. The fact is that the 
United States is not building military 
forces to hold the Gray Areas compar- 
able to those we have in NATO. 


Perhaps we should have such forces. I 
do not think we should, for the simple 
reason that as long as we have no politi- 
cal union such as NATO in the Gray 
Areas, the forces that would be required 
to hold this vast territory are far beyond 
any practical possibility. Our main reli- 
ance to hold the Gray Areas must be on 
diplomacy, backed by our worldwide air- 
atomic power. 


But in any case even if we were ready 
to pay the huge costs—many billions of 
dollars anually—that would be necessary 
to provide the forces to contain the Com- 
munists in the Gray Areas, they should 
be in Priority 2, not in Priority 1. And 
they should not be planned for until the 
Priority 1 requirements are filled.* 


In opposition to the air-priority theory 
is the balanced force concept, which has 
the advantage of being not only theory 
but practice. Only once since 1945 has 
the balanced force theory failed to domi- 
nate our military planning. 


The balanced force concept calls for a 
roughly equal division of the defense 
dollar among the three services—Army, 
Navy, and Air Force. .Priorities are. 
made by each service within itself. But 
no over-all strategic concept, no proper 
relating of the forces to our national 
objectives, no preoccupation with the 
rising Russian air-atomic threat, domi- 
nates the decision as to how much each 
of the services is to have. Under the 
balanced force method we get too much 
of some forces and too little of others. 


In the main this is not the fault of in- 
dividuals but of the system—the statu- 
tory structure of the Defense Department 
and the lack of arrangements within the 
government for the proper relating of 
foreign policy to the size and nature of 
the military services, and vice versa. In- 
dividuals can, and do, direct the govern- 
mental machinery wisely or unwisely, and 
thus have considerable influence on the 
results. But the structure and procedures 
of the government make compromise— 
that is, about one dollar each to the Army, 
Navy, and Air Force—the normal and al- 
most irresistible course.

THE STORY of our military budget 
since the end of World War II shows how 
firmly entrenched the balanced force 
method is. The first phase was the de- 
mobilization from the end of the war to 
the beginning of the Korean War. Eco- 
nomic considerations ruled. 


After the Korean War began, the sys- 
tem changed. The shock of this brutal 
aggression, with American troops taking 
heavy casualties and being pushed back- 
ward to the Pusan perimeter, shifted the 
emphasis from the economic to the mili- 
tary. Under the new system, which grew 
apace with the changing climate of opin- 
ion, it was not the dollar limit but the 
military need which took first place. The 
first recommendation as to the size of the 
military establishment we were to have, 
not just for Korea but worldwide, was 
now made by the Joint Chiefs, and without

dollar budgets went up roughly equally.

Then a decision of great moment was 
made. The balanced force method was 
broken. By decision of the Joint Chiefs 
—unanimous and approved all the way 
through the Secretary of Defense, the 
President, and the Congress—the Air 
Force, then at 95 authorized wings, was 
jumped to 143 authorized wings, while 
the force levels of Army and Navy 
stayed where they were. One change 
only was made by higher authority: the 
President on the advice of his economic 
advisers stretched the date of readiness 
of the Air Force from the date recom- 
mended by the Defense Department by 
one year, from June 30, 1954, to June 
30, 1955. 

This was a major victory for the air- 
atomic priority principle—but only a par- 
tial one. For there was a great deal of 
built-in “balance” in the levels of forces 
already established. But still it was a vic- 
tory of considerable importance. 

The 1951 air-atomic decision was reflect- 
ed in a budget for fiscal year 1953 of 
which the Air Force got much more than 
the Army and Navy. The decision was 
carried over into the fiscal year 1954 
budget which Mr. Truman proposed just 
as he left office. The 1954 Truman budg- 
et called for $16,700,000,000 for the Air 
Force and only $12,100,000,000 for the 
Army and $11,300,000,000 for the Navy. 
This partial victory for the air-atomic 
priority method did not last long. The 
normal pulls to the balanced equal-divi- 
sion-of-the-money method were too much 
for it, and it has now been crushed—let 
us hope for a while only.

The priorities, the low 
as well as the very highest, were back 
in equal status. And the country was 
started down the tracks toward a time of 
peril,

THE 143-WING FORCE was centered on 
one controlling purpose: to have an “atom- 
ic capability’—atomic bombs, aircraft 
(planes and guided missiles), and defenses 
against Russian attack (air defense and 
tactical air)—so strong that the Russians 
would not dare to strike at us or the rest 
of the Free World. 

The time to be ready for this Russian 
air-atomic danger is now. But the dan- 
ger will get worse with each month. 
From 1954 on it will be at a serious 
point—and it is for 1954 on that the 143- 
wing force was planned. It is also from 
1954 on that the great damage of the 
five-billion-dollar cut in appropriations 
will be felt. 

Of course we will have stronger air 
power next year and the year after than 
we have now—that will be the result of 
the appropriations made in previous years.

nounced a new and stronger foreign policy in which he warned that 
a resumption of the war in Korea or Chinese 
Indochinese Reds would make it impossible ‘‘to confine hostilities within 
the frontier of Korea,’’ or involve ‘‘grave consequences which might not

and with the idea of guaranteeing Soviet 
assistance to China in case the United 
States should proceed against China. Rus- 
sia has fulfilled its obligation of military 
aid to China in the Korean war and would 
almost certainly do so to the full if the 
United States were to perform any act of 
war against China proper. 


The United States therefore may have 
been committed by the Secretary of State 
to a war in the Far East against China 
and the Soviet Union if the aggression is 
renewed in Korea or if the Chinese in- 
tervene in Indochina. 


In respect of Korea it is now generally 
ro ny in military circles that if the 
hinese break the armistice and renew 
fighting, the United States will go all out 
to drive the Reds north of the Yalu. 
Atomic bombs will be used in such num- 
bers to assist the ground battle as may be 
necessary and additional air and ground 
forces will be supplied. China would be 
blockaded and airfields in Manchuria 
would be burned out with atomic bombs. 
A next step would be to bomb the railroads 
in North China and Manchuria over which 
supplies come. 


There is little doubt that in Korea the 
United States would be able to overcome 
all resistance in the peninsula, since sub- 
stantial ground, naval and air forces are 
there and ready. 


But would it end there? Should not we 
be faced with a fresh enemy on the Yalu— 
Chinese and Russian air and ground 
forces? If the United States drops atom 
bombs on Manchurian bases and cities, 
would not the Russians drop them on our 
establishments at Seoul and Pusan? Would 
our establishments in Japan be free from 
retaliation? 

All these eventualities must have been 
‘ taken into account by Dulles. He is tak- 
ing the chance that the Reds would not 
risk, by restarting the war, the retalla- 
tion he foresees as inevitable. One won- 
ders, however, whether he has consid- 
ered whether the Soviet plotters would 
not welcome a United States involvement 
in war with China, with the Soviet Union 
engaging few of its resources while the 
United States becomes more and more 
seriously committed. 


These are the same arguments that have 
been made in the past in regard to Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur's similar plans for win- 
ning the war in Korea. Unquestionably 
the situation has changed so that more 
positive action is indicated if the Chinese 
break the armistice. But while the State 
Department visualizes more aggressive ac- 
tion, the Defense Department reduces the 
means to carry it out. 


° * . 


THE ASSUMPTION made in respect of 
Indochina by Dulles is that Chinese inter- 
vention will only occur if the Korean 
armistice is amicably settled, the French 
achieve considerable success in Indochina 
(an event which new informed persons 
anticipate) and the Chinese intervene to 
save the situation there. 


It easily could happen that Dulles’s 
commitments would involve the United 
States in Korea and Indochina at the 
same time. Our involvement might be 
due also to continued failure by the 
French in Indochina, and the need te 
shore up a losing conflict. In this case 
the Chinese might intervene as they did 
in Korea and the United States would 
be obligated to fight China. 


Indochina is much more important stra- 
tegically than Korea. It is the gateway 
and the key to all Southeast Asia. It was 
the springboard of the Japanese conquest 
of the area. 

The United States military position Is 
different in Indochina than it was in 
Korea. We have no forces there or near- 
by. The United States Navy would be use- 
ful in blocking the use of the sea to Red 
supply ships. Strategic bombing with 
atomic bombs could destroy bridges and 
such supply dumps as could be found. 

But, as Gen. Bradley said, in discussing 
the idea of stopping the Soviet armies in 
Europe without supporting allied ground 
forces, the Reds could put their men 100 
yards apart and march across Europe re- 
gardiess of how many bombs we dropped. 

Bombing the Vietminh Reds in Indo- 
china, even with large numbers of atomic 
bombs, probably would not stop them. 
They would give up large concentrations 
and continue as gperrillas. Once the Unit- 
ed States is involved, the next and inevita- 
ble step would be to throw in American 
ground forces. 

All these disasters may not come to pass. 
The warning given by Dulles may achieve 
its purpose of making the Chinese refrain 
from fresh aggression. On the other hand, 
the new policy could involve us on two 
fronts against the Chinese on the Astatic 
mainland and demand more and more of 
our resources while the Russians hoard 
theirs. What then, will happen in Europe? 

Once we have become so deeply involved 
in Asia as to restrict our freedom of action 
elsewhere, the Russians will have gained a 
new freedom to move across Europe.

A Regrettable Controversy 


As the letters on this page show, a controversy 
has arisen in Missouri following the State Su- 
preme Court’s decision and Attorney General 
Dalton’s recent ruling concerning the use of 
state tax funds for the transportation of paro- 
chial school children. 

This would be a regrettable controversy at 
any time for the reason that it tends to divide 
American citizens along the lines of church 
affiliation. Now it is doubly regrettable since 
unity is more urgent today than at most other 
times in our history. 

The State Supreme Court decision was in a 
case appealed from Circuit Judge R. B. Oliver 
III in Scott county. All seven members of the 
Supreme Court, last June 8, reversed Judge 
Oliver's ruling in a case involving the transporta- 
tion of 18 Roman Catholic grade school students 
from the Commerce district to the St. Dennis 
school in the adjoining Benton district. © 

« 7 . 

The seven Supreme Judges of Missouri agreed 
that the questions they had to answer in the 
case, McVey vs. Hawkins, were in substance: 


First, whether public school money paid 
as state aid or reimbursement into the in- 
cidental funds of a school district can be 
used for the payment of the cost of trans- 
portation of pupils to a private school? 

Second, whether the use of such funds 
would be for the support and maintenance 
of free public schools in accordance with 
laws of Missouri governing the use of state 
funds? 

The Supreme Judges answered a unanimous 
No to each. They said in an en banc opinion: 


To answer these questions in the affirma- 
tive one would have to say that funds used 
to transport children to a private school sup- 
port and aid the maintenance of free pub- 
li¢ schools. In this particalar case, we would 
have’ to say that the money spent to trans- 
port the parochial school children part way 
to and from the St. Dennis Catholic School, 

a private school in Benton, aids in the 

maintenance of and helps to support free 

public schools of the Commerce district. 

We cannot do so. We must and do hold 
that the public school funds used to trans- 
port the pupils part way to and from the 
St. Dennis Catholic School at Benton are 
not used for the purpose of maintaining free 
public schools and that such use of said 
funds is unlawful. It necessarily follows 
that such transportation of said students at 
the expense of the district is unlawful and 
must be enjoined. 

* . * 

The ruling of Attorney General Dalton, which 
is an application of this unanimous decision of 
the Missouri Supreme Court, has stirred even 
more protests than the decision itself. One of 
those who has spoken out against it is Arch- 
bishop Rjtter, who calls for a change in the 
Missouri law, or the State Constitution if neces- 
sary, to correct what he calls this ‘clear viola- 
tion of the principles of democracy.” 

It is our opinion that those Missourians who 
strip the issue to the questions which the State 
Supreme Court asked itself can hardly come to 
any other answer than the one which the Su- 
preme Judges announced. Use of state 
funds for private school pupils demonstrably 
is not the use of state funds for free public 
schools. Under the law, therefore, such use 
of public money is illegal. 

Change in the law is another question en- 
tirely. Such a change would be a step in the 
direction of intruding the state into the affairs 
of private educational institutions and free 
and independent churches that have prospered 
greatiy under the protection of the First Amend- 
ment’s historic principle of separation.

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Mystery in the Legion 

The St. Louis convention of the American Le- 
gion here may have left some Legionnaires 
wondering how their high command operates. 
One of the mysteries concerns a resolution say- 
ing “we are unalterably opposed to Consumers’ 
Union and to its publication, Consumer Reports.” 

As in the case of the thoroughly unjustified 
resolution against the American Civil Liberties 
Union, this measure was adopted by voice vote 
with no debate and no explanations. It is doubt- 
ful that many delegates knew why they were 
“unalterably opposed” to Consumers’ Union. 

Reporters learned that the resolution was rec- 
ommended by the Legion’s Committee on Amer- 
icanism. That left a vague implication that Con- 
sumers’ Union was somehow un-American. If 
so, no Legion leader seemed prepared to ex- 
plain how or why, and the condemnation was 
swallowed without evidence. 

St. Louis probably knows as much about Con- 
sumers’ Union as the Legionnaires. The union 
held a convention here five years ago. There 
was nothing political about it. Distinguished 
scientists discussed such matters as bleached 
bread and automobile transmissions and de- 
bunked patent medicine claims. 

Consumers’ Union is the country’s largest con- 
sumers’ organization. Each month some 200,000 
Americans receive its publication. While no large 
organization, including the Legion itself, can an- 
swer for the exact patriotism of each member, 
that is not the business of Consumers’ Union. 

Its business is to test products and advertise- 
ments and to offer advice on what to buy. Its 
members purchase its buyers’ guide voluntarily 
in an entirely American way. The advice itself 
generally seems cautious, and in any case few 
lawsuits have resulted from criticism of products. 

A good example of how Consumers’ Union 
operates was its laboratory test of 26 portable 
radios. It reported that one costing $45 was a 

‘ “better buy” than one selling for $139. Is that 
un-American? 

The manufacturer of the $139 set might 
think so, but it is hardly the Legion’s affair to 
express such prejudice, even if some Legion of- 
ficial also thought so. However, the question 
here is whether millions of Legion members 
thought so—or their convention delegates who 
voted in their behalf against an organization 


which they did not even discuss. The Ameri- 
can Legion stands for the principles of Ameri- 
can democracy. But the Legion hardly compli- 
mented the democratic process by putting its 
name to a king-size condemnation with no ques- 
tions asked. 
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Loyalty Check at the UN. 


The background of the current controversy 
over U.N. employes can be quickly sketched. 
Eleven American employes were discharged by 
Trygve Lie, then Secretary General, for refus- 
ing to answer certain questions asked at United 
States loyalty hearings. These discharges were 
appealed to the U.N.’s administrative tribunal 
at Geneva. The tribunal set aside the dismissals 
last Tuesday and ordered the U.N. to rehire 
four of the 11. It ordered payment of damages 
to the seven who did not ask re-employment. 

Mr. Lie’s successor in the secretary-general- 
ship, Dag Hammarskjold, promptly announced 
that he would not rehire the four. He said, how- 
ever, he would recommend payment to all 11. 
The issue will be taken to the U.N.’s General 
Assembly. Meantime Senator Wiley of Wiscon- 
sin, opposing either reinstatement or payment, 
has called for a showdown on U.N. hiring policy. 
Senator Jenner of Indiana says that if any of 
these employes are re-instated, the United States 
“should take our money away from the organi- 
zation.” 

The issue is simpler than this complexity of 
facts suggests. It is whether American citizens 
employed at the U.N. may refuse to answer 
questions in a loyalty investigation and continue 
to be U.N. employes. The right of the citizen to 
stand on the Fifth Amendment and thus refuse 
to answer is not at stake. It is only whether re- 
fusal to answer and continued employment 
should go together. 

The answer, in our opinion, is that they do 
not go together. If the State Department ought 
to check its personnel for security reasons—and 
obviously it must—then so should the United 
States’ delegation to the U.N. check American 
employes there. 

This is no concession to the senatorial in- 
quisitions of the McCarrans. Actually it is a 
procedure which, if followed, will protect both 
security and the reputation of the U.N. There 
are all too many enemies of the U.N. Thus, it is 
foolish to make it easy for these detractors to 
play up the question of loyalty among this coun- 
try’s U.N. employes. 

Let anyone refuse to answer who wishes to 
do so—and he may do so for good reason—but 
let him recognize that refusal is his choice and 
that the privilege of being an employe at the 
U.N. does not go with it. 
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Forty Years of Fitz 

Forty years ago last Thursday, a slender sandy- 
haired ex-second cook on a Great Lakes freight- 
er came to the Post-Dispatch as editorial car- 
toonist. He was 22 years old, recently married 
and a former Art Institute student who had 
drawn for a short while on the Chicago Daily 
News. Readers of this page do not need to be 
told that we are talking about Fitzpatrick—Dan- 
iel Robert Fitzpatrick, to spell out the names his 
parents gave him up in Superior, Wis., on a 
blustery March day back in 1891. 

In observance of his 40-year milestone, we 
reprint today comments from some of the many 
reviews of Fitz’s book, “As I Saw It,” published 
last June. Not a few of the appraisals are from 
fellow cartoonists and these, as the saying goes, 
are praise from Sir Hubert. The fellows who 
sweat out cartoon ideas and then bend their 
backs over the drawing board know what the 
editorial cartooning art is in a way that mere 
writers can never fully appreciate. 

Just the same, Fitz’s associates on this page, 
in their limited way, are very happy about the 
anniversary and take this occasion to say so pub- 
licly. Forty years is more than half the life of 
the Post-Dispatch, which will not be 75 until next 
December. Long since the black-and-white draw- 
ings — now prodding, now fun-poking, now 
wrathful, now compassionate—became an inte- 
gral part of the Post-Dispatch. We know our 
readers join us in the hope (see the upper 
right-hand quarter of this page) that he will 
be plucking the feathers out of birds for a 
long time-to come! 


‘A Cruel Misjudgment” 

Vice President Nixon and Secretary of State 
Dulles both told the St. Louis convention of the 
American Legion that President Truman's deci- 
sion to intervene in Korea was right. Mr. Nixon 
said it in so many words, Mr. Dulles in effect— 
but both of them said it. What makes their af- 
firmation of this widely-held opinion remark- 
able is that it differs so greatly from the tone 
of last year’s Republican presidential campaign. 

The Republican platform criticized the Tru- 
man Administration as having brought on the 
war and fought it in a way that inevitably made 
it inconclusive. Though Gen. Eisenhower at first 
supported the Truman decision to intervene, he 
later switched to the line of criticism taken by 
the platform and by many G.O.P. campaigners. 
The tone of the Republican campaign was epi- 
tomized in the phrase. calling the Korean war 
“Truman's war.” 

Almost a year after the campaign is over, Mr. 
Nixon declares: “Let's recognize that the deci- 
sion to go into Korea was right. It was right be- 
cause the Communists had to be stopped. On 
this issue President Truman was right, and he 
deserves credit for making that decision.” 

Secretary Dulles now says, not that it was 
Truman Administration bungling that brought 
about the Korean war—as the Republican cam- 
paigners were contending last year—but that it 
was the enemy’s “miscalculation” that he would 
not be opposed. What made it a miscalculation, 
instead of a correct estimate of what would en- 
sue, was, of course, President Truman's decision 
to defend South Korea. 

Secretary Dulles, in his new policy of warning 
in advance that the United States will fight if 
need be to stop future aggressions, is adopting 
the policy Mr. Truman established in going to 
Korea’s defense, and is asserting it for world- 
wide application and in advance. 

To say, as “‘some persons seem to feel,” that 
“our men who fought in Korea fought uselessly,” 
is “a cruel misjudgment of the situation,” the 
Secretary says. Yet Republican campaigners not 
only seemed to feel but said they felt that our 
men were fighting uselessly—fighting a war 
that would never have occurred but for Truman’s 
bungling, and that, having started. could not be 
won because of Truman's further bungling. 

The notion that the United States’ role in the 
Korean war.was needless and futile was not 
only a cruel misjudgment of the situation. It 
was also a cruel misjudgment of Harry Truman. 
Yet the misjudgment was made an issue in a 
national campaign and was a factor in the win- 
ning of an election. Mr. Nixon and Mr. Dulles 
have moved to correct the misjudgment in so 
far as it can be corrected at this late date.

All Railroad Unions to Present 
Pay Rise Demands Next Month: 
Korean War Moratorium Ending 


Conductors’ Graduated-Scale Pro posal 
Only Opening Skirmish — Two Unions 
Seek Increases Which, if Given to All, 
Would Cost Billion a Year.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5. 
railroad conductors, which they 


abandoned for the time being Thursday, was but the opening 
skirmish in a movement now gathering momentum among 


1,250,000 railroad workers for higher wages and improved 


working conditions. 


Railroad labor contracts, with 
minor exceptions, have been 
frozen for nearly three years by 
a moratorium negotiated in 1950 
because of the Korean emer- 
gency. The moratorium expires 
the first of next month. 

The Order of Railway Conduc- 
tors, in posing the now aban- 
doned strike threat, was in a 
sense engaged in a moping up 
action from efforts of previous 
years rather than participating 
in the forthcoming round of new 
contract demands. 

Seek Graduated Pay. 

What is is seeking is a rate 
of pay graduated according to the 
motive power of the engines 
which pull the trains as meas- 
ured by the: weight of the en- 
gines. Railroad engineers and 
firemen already have such a pay 
scale. 

The Order of Railway Conduc- 
tors contended that the morator- 
ium did not apply to the gradu- 
ated pay scale it seeks because 
that demand was first made in 
1949. The moratorium is on 
changes in rules and working 
conditions after June 1, 1950, 
month of the Korean invasion. 
The railroads insisted the mora- 
torium did apply. 

With the moratorium about to 
expire anyway, it did not make 
a whole lot of difference who 
was right. The strike had been 
called for next Thursday, but 
after two days of conferences 
with the National Mediation 
Board, leaders of the union 
yielded the point and agreed to 
withhold their demand until 
after the Oct. 1 deadline. 

Then the Order of Railway 
Conductors will be back, with 
representatives of all the other 
railroad unions, operating and 
non-operating, seeking a pack- 
age which will include, for the 
conductors, the graduated wage 
scale, and for all the unions a 
substantial wage increase and 
a variety of so-called “fringe” 
benefits. 

Conductors’ Argument. 

The contention of the Order 
of Railway Conductors is that 
increased use of diesel power in 
recent years has made possible 
longer trains which call for 
greater skill and impose greater 
responsibilities on conducters, 
and that these conditions should 
be reflected in the wage scale. 

Only two of the more than 20 
railroad unions have so far for- 
malized the full package of de- 
mands they will present to the 
railroads. These are the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen 
and Enginemen, and the Broth- 
erhood of Railroad Trainmen. 
They will ask for a wage in- 
crease of 37’ cents an hour, or 
$3 a day, plus an assortment of 
“fringe”’ improvements. 

If this should set the pattern 
of demands, the estimated cost 
to the railroads of the direct 
wage increase would be more 
than one billion dollars a year, 
which would call for another 
increase in railroad passenger 
fares and freight rates. 

These have already been 


boosted to the point at which 
railroads have been losing traf- 
fic to other forms of transport. 
Rate increases, however, have 
kept the railroads out of red ink. 


Record Revenues. 


The _ Interstate Commerce 
Commission has reported that 
operating revenues of Class I 
railroads reached a record high 
for the first six months of this 
year when they totaled $5,327,- 
200,000. Their net income for 
the period was given as $418,- 
000,000, an increase of 34.8 per 
cent over the corresponding 
period of a year ago. 


In the history of railroad bar- 
gaining, changes in rates of pay 
and working conditions are 
termed “movements.” These 
movements follow a course of 
procedure. set out in the Rail- 
way Labor Act and many months 
elapse between the formulation 
of demands and the eventual 
contract agreement. 


Normally there is little bar- 
gaining with individual rail- 
roads. The bargaining is done 
by union committees, sometimes 
acting independently, some- 
times jointly, with the three as- 
sociations of carriers, the East- 
ern, Southeastern, and Western 
Railroad Associations, or with a 
national committee representing 
the three associations. 

If the bargaining sessions do 
not produce agreement, the dis- 
put is taken to the National 
Mediation Board, where =the 
Order of Railway Conductors 
was this week in the graduated 
pay scale case. If a solution can- 
not be found by the National 
Mediation Board, the President 
can appoint an emergency board. 
Appointment of an emergency 
board forestalls a strike for at 
least 60 days. Such boards, after 
hearing the issues, are empow- 
ered to make recommendations 
as to the terms of settlement, 
and more often than not these 
are accepted by the disputants. 

Fringe Proposals. 

The existing contracts, signed 
at various intervals ai few 
months after the Korean inva- 
sion, generally contain a cost-of- 
living escalator provision. One 
of the so-called “fringe” de- 
mands which will be in t 
unions’ Oct. 1 package will be 
incorporation into the basic wage 
structure of the 10-cent an hour 
increase accrued since Korea 
through the operation of the es- 
calator clause.

Wright's “Native Son” 

will remember how Bigger 
Thomas became the murderer 
of Mary Dalton not by cool 
calculation nor malice afore- 
thought but through a con- 
spiracy of culture-conditioned 
circumstances over which he 
had very little control.

LL SOCIETIES have their 
J tatoos and exercise con- 

scious or unconscious cen- 
sorship aver men’s ideas, but 
since the Enlightenment, lead- 
ers of Western thought have, 
as a rule, frowned on obvious 
and explicit tyranny in the 
realm of the mind. 


As inheritors of a tradition 
of respect for the free 
individual, Americans were 
shocked by intellectual tyranny 
in prewar Japan and in Hit- 
ler’s Germany. Today most of 
us are perturbed by the cur- 
rent, wild-swinging attack on 
our overseas libraries and by 
backings and fillings on the 
part of our Secretary of State 
and President. The influence 
of such proceedings goes out 
in ever-widening circles. 


Although the purpose of 
“Through the Glass of Soviet

Literature” is to*show views 
of selected portions of Russian 
society, perhaps the major im- 
pression left by the book is 
one of horror at the plight of 
the Soviet artist or intellectual 
as he attempts to follow that 
whirligig, the Party line.

HE LINE is not always 
T equally unbending; differ- 

ences of opinion are some- 
times encouraged, but one 
never knows when statements 
formerly applauded will be 
exhumed for re-examination 
and called bourgeois. (“Bour- 
geois” in the Russian carries 
much the same weight as 
“Red” or “Commie” in the 
McCarthy vocabulary.) 


The introduction by Prof. 
Simmons is on the general 
topic of Soviet censorship of 
literature and argues the possi- 
bility of drawing conclusions 
about society from a tactful 
examination of a controlled 
literature.

XCEPT for the Zoshchen- 
fixe case history, in which 

the nature of the material 
helps produce a clear progres- 
sion of ideas, the several chap- 
ters haye the muddied ap- 
pearance of expanded term 
papers or condensed masters’ 
theses.

Superiority. 

We are wv ready to think that 
because we have and probably 
will continue to have a superior- 
ity in atomic bombs, we will-al- 
ways have a greater atomic pow- 
er than Russia. Atomic bombs 
do not deliver themselves. They 
have to be carried. And carry- 
ing them is a very difficult and 
eomplicated business. Look at a 
map. And they have to be de- 
fended against, when they aie 
carried by an enemy. Unless we 
reverse this balance-force busi- 
ness, we are likely to find our 
atomic lead dangerously cut be- 
cause we will not have the air 
wings to carry the weapons and 
to defend against them. 


Let us remember also that the 
Russians have one great advan- 
tage over us, If it suited their 
purposes they would not hesi- 
tate to make a sneak atomic at- 
tack, without warning, on us and 
our friends — and the world 
knows it. It is therefore not 
enough for us to have a small 
lead in these decisive weapons 
and in the means of carrying 
them. We must have a clear, 
overwhelming superiority in both 
respects. Priority 1 must there- 
fore be kept at an unmistakable 
level of power. The balanced 
force notion is keeping us from 
having this minimum level. 

What to do about it? Changes 
in the legal structure of the De- 
fense Department are not the 
answer; they would take foo 

long. It might be possible, 
though, to get amendments to 
the Atomic Energy Act to per- 
mit the most effective move that 
could be made to put atomic-air 
back in the place it should be— 
to allow the United States Gov- 
ernment to*tell the American 
people very fully the facts of

the air-atomic situation today, 
and where it will be, say, two, 
‘four, six years hence. 

Tell People. 
| It is being suggested more 
/and more insistently by those 
who know the air-atomic facts 
that the American people ought 
to be told about this very seri- 
ous situation affecting their 
country and themsélves; and 
that they could be told, without 
revealing to the Russians any- 
thing of importance they do not 
know. othing would do more 
to rid us of this balanced force 


incubus which fs doing us such 
damage. If the facts of the air- 
atomic situation were made 
known officially and fully to the 
American people, the balanced 
force notion would blow up 
overnight. The people would 
not stand for it. 

But as a practical matter, 
what has to Roe Bog nko 
done quickly. e m 
diate and urgently needed step 
is a basic change in the present 
down-grading of air-atomic 
power. 

The effects of this cutback in 
air-atomic power will reach a 
peak in from two to three years 
from now. This is when the 
“paper wings,” the full 143-wing 
force, would have been flying— 
but now will not be. This also 
is when the Russian 
will be two to three years closer 
to the point in time when the 
Russians will be able to risk a 
devastating air-atomic attack on 
the cities of the United States 
and the rest of the Free World. 


Whether the Russians will 
have reached and passed this 
point in two or three years no 
one can say with absolute assur- 
ance. But we do know that we 
are cutting our own air-atomic 
power for that period—and for 
as long thereafter as the present 
policy is not changed. We are 
playing with our biggest military 
asset. We are cutting and per- 
haps emperiling the margin of 
superiority we have so far had 
in this greatest of all weapons. 

We'are handing the Russians 
the chance to close the air- 
atomic gap and, if we persist in 
degrading air-atomic power long 
enough, even to pull ahead of 
us. Every month that goes by 
without a reversal of the anti- 
atomic-air policy strengthens the 
Russian position relative to us.

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Smooth-Talking Con Man Is 
‘Immortalized' in Oklahoma 
Town by Annual Sucker Day— 
"He 'Took Them’ 4 Years Ago

WETUMKA, Okla., Sept. 5. 


HE people of Wetumka were 
T bamboozled again this year 

when F,. Bam Morrison 
failed to show up, as he had 
promised, for the town’s annual 
Sucker Day last Saturday, but 
they didn’t mind too much. 


For one thing, Sucker Day, 
built around a bill of goods F. 
Bam sold the town four years 
ago, has become a successful in- 
stitution in Wetumka and west- 
ern Oklahoma and this year’s 
was the biggest Sucker Dav yet. 
Many hundreds of people fiom 
surrounding towns and ranches 
pushed their way into Wetumka 
to see the show, and the town’s 
merchants probabiy made more 
money than F. Bam _ swindied 
them out of four years ago. 

For another thing, Wetumki- 
ans have grown rather fond of 
the memory of F. Bam Morrison, 
the artful dodger with the in- 
credible name, ar* h’; status has 
undergone a gradual change 
from that of villain to legendary 


hero and benefactor. They had 


thought, after he took the whole 
town, kit and caboodle, for a 
ride with one of the oldest con- 
fidence games in the bag, that if 
they ever got their hands on him 
they’d deal him out the same 
kind of justice they used to re- 
serve in Oklahoma for horse 
thieves and card cheats. 


But now they realize that had 
it not been for F. Bam Morrison, 
there would be no Sucker Day. 
and the fame of Wetumka would 


still be pretty well confined to 
the borders of Hughes county, 
as it had been for some 40 years, 
until F. Bam came along. 


Now people come from all 
over Central and Western Okla- 
homa for Sucker Day, and this 
year there was even a delega- 
tion of 20 from as far away as 
Wetumpka, Ala., from which 
Wetumka, Okla., took its name, 
after having decided, for rea- 
sons lost to history, to drop the 
P. The town has been written 
up in national magazines and 
stories about Wetumka and Suck- 
er Day, sent out by the press 
wire services, have appeared in 
newspapers all over the coun- 
try. It’s quite possible that F. 
Bam Morrison may have a 
statue erected to his memory 
some day. 
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HE statue could sit right at 

T the intersection of Main 
street end Broadway, hard by 
tre Meadors hotel and the Cat- 
tlemen’s Cafe, which is the cen- 
ter of this town of 2025 friendly 
people, a large percentage of 
whom are Creek Indians. It’s the 
kind of small town that seems 
to sit and bake in the hot Okla- 
homa sun. The men and boys 
wear cowboy boots and medium- 
sized brimmed hats which turn 
sharply up on both sides; not the 
Hollywood type of 10-gallon hat. 
Everybody knows everybody 
and when the ranchers come into 
town they visit with Argie Tay- 
lor at the Farmers’ Exchange, 
and Logan Walker at the filling 
station, and Mayor Herman 
Darks, and Armand Gibson and 
his father, Harley, who is better 
knowa as “Hoot” Gibson; and 


of course, all the townsmen who 
can always be found on the va- 
rious street corners. 

Such was the scene, four years 
ago, when F. Bam Morrison, un-

known and unheralded, rolled in- 
to town. The chronology of F. 
Bam's progress is already lost. 
No one seems to know just who 
he got in touch with first, which 
attests, of course, to F. Bam's 
skill as a gay deceiver. But in a 
short time he had the town eat- 
ing right out of his hand. 


F. Bam, as Peixotto recalls 
him, was a man past middle age, 
with sandy hair, a rugged, red 
and honest-looking face, good 
clothes but not too dandified, 
and one of those voices. 


It was the voice, it seemed, 
which had a Jot to do with it. 
When F. Bam talked circus, peo- 
ple heard the calliope, and in 
their imaginations they were fol- 


lowing it down the street, like, 


when they were kids.

beautiful gymnasts, every 

man in town saw pink 
tights. When he talked of the 
elephant? and the camels, peo- 
ple smelled the hay and the 
sawddOst, and there was a linger- 
ing taste, like roasted peanuts, 
in their mouths. 


F. Bam shook everybody’s 
hand, and he had the kind of 
personality that made everybody 
think they had known him be- 
fore. Especially when F. Bam 
reminded them of how they had 
met him when he came to We- 
tumka 25 years before and 
brought a carnival to the town 
to benefit the volunte®r fire de- 
partment. All people needed was 
a little nudging, and then they 
not only remembered F. Bam, 
but they began to remember him 
as a great guy, one of whom they 
were mightily fond. He hadn't 
been in town two days before 
everyone was calling him F. 
Bam. 

And he was calling the leading 
citizens by their first names, and 
pointing out what great shame 
it would be if the Great Bohn’s 
United Circus Shows, which he 
had the honor to represent, suh, 
should go to some other town. 
F. Bam painted a glowing pic- 
ture of how the circus would 
bring thousands of people from 
surrounding towns ang country- 
side to spend money in Wetum- 
ka. He pointed out how much 
food and lodging and other 
things would be needed for just 
the people and animals of the 
circus itself. 

But he didn’t push too hard. 
Mostly he just visited and told 
tales of backstage life in the 
circus, and let things sink in. 

He, F. Bam Morrison, could 
bring the circus to Wetumka, 
and he had a soft spot in his 
heart for the town because of his 
sojourn there 25 years ago. 

Men like “Hoot” Gibson and 
Mayor Darks are still scratching 
theic heads and trying to re- 
member if they really remem- 
bered F. Bam, or if F. Bam just 
made them think they did. 
Others, like Grocer Peixotto, are 
trying to remember just how 
they fell under his spell. 

“I remember noticing him 
around town with a bunch of 
placards under his arm,” Peix- 
otto recalled, “and I thought 
maybe he was a traveling pho- 
tographer. I saw him with the 
chief of police, and they were 
very friendly, and then someone 
told me-he was promoting a 
show for the benefit of the 
Roundup Club.” The Roundup 
Club is an organization of people 
interested in horses and riding. 

“Then somebody else called 
me up,” Peixotto recalled, “and 
said F. Bam had a good propo- 
sition—a circus to benefit the 
Boy Scouts. They sent him over 


W rea F. Bam talked of the 


they would buy a lot of gro- 
ceries — about $1500 worth. I 
knew they couldn't eat $1500 
worth of groceries in a day, but 
he had a quick answer for that. 


“He said they put up bags of 
groceries as prizes in the ‘games 
of chance.’ Well, I wound up by 
buying the sign space above the 
main entrance. Cost me 30 
bucks. I also bought 100 pounds 
of hot dogs, which he said the 
hot dog stands would be need- 
ing.” 

F. Bam went to see Bill Tan- 
kersley, the baker. 

“He told me they were going 
to need buns for all those hot 
dogs,”’ Bill related, ‘“‘so a couple 
of days before circus day I 
started baking buns. Baked 4000 
of them. I talked to F. Bam for 
quite a while, but I didn’t get 
to say much. When he first ap- 
proached me, I turned him 
down. That sort of insulted him. 
He really started talking then, 
and the first thing I knew I had 
agreed to everything he wanted, 
including money for an ad on 
the sound truck. 

“From anyone else I'd have 
required a deposit for 4000 buns. 
But somehow he made me be- 
lieve he was an exception. Then 
there was all those loaves of 
bread to go into those bags of 
groceries he was going to buy 
from Julian. All I could see was 
hundreds. of loaves of out-of- 
town bread in those bags, and I 
couldn't stand that.”

Everybody for miles 
around knows Argie, and it 
wasn't long until F. Bam knew 
him too. 

“Near as I can figure out,” 
Argie told me, “when F. Bam 
first camé to town he went to 
the volunteer fire boys. ‘Hoot’ 
Gibson was chief back when F. 
Bam claimed to have been here 
before, and if Hoot didn’t actual- 
ly remember him, F. Bam made 
him tHink he did. The Fire boys 
didnt want a benefit, but the 
Boy Scouts and the Future Far- 
mers both did. They decided on 
the Future Farmers. 

“The fire boys were going to 
help him. Hoot brought him 
down and introduced him to me, 
and I bought an ad to hang in

then they were to mention my 
store’s name during the perform- 
ance.

HEN one day not long after 
T a thermometer salesman 

named G. T. Brain came ta 
town. The name G. T. Brain 
sounded a8 improbable to Wee 
tumkians as F.: Bam Morrison, 
and they all but ran the 
guy out of town, He talked to C, 
A. McWilliams, then publisher 
of the paper, and McWilliams 
told hima. the whole sad story. 
It was . who suggested to 
McWilliams that the people of 
Wetumka laugh at themselves, 
and McWilliams sold thé idea to 
the town, 


“Once we decided to laugh 
about it, and chalk it up to ex- 
perience, we all felt better,” 
Argie Taylor recalls. “And then 
was when the idea of Sucker 
Day was born.” 


Each year the celebration has 
grown bigger, and this year it 
started at noon the day before, 
with a gjant free barbecue. On 
the eve of Sucker Day, Creek 
Indians, in native costume, did 
dances and played a game of 
Indian stick-ball, at the school 
sltadium. The next day there was 
a parade, band concerts, exhibi- 
tions by drill teams of. pretty 
girls from Wetumka and nearby 
towns, a greased-pole climbing 
contest, a “can-can dance” by 
“beaut#ful Hollywood dancers” 
who turned out to be local busi- 
ness men in costume, and final- 
ly, that night, a big square dance 
all up and down Main street. 


People jammed the sidewalks, 
and overflowed into the streets 
of the little town, and everyone 
was on the lookout for F. Bam 
Morrison. Because he had prom- 
ised to come. 


The town had thought it would- 
never even hear of F. Bam 
again, but about two months ago, 
Argie Taylor got a long-distance 
call from authorities in War- 
rensburg, Mo.

Charged with obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses, 
he pleaded guilty and was 
fined $50 and given 30 days in 
jail. The jail sentence was sus- 
pended, however, on condition 
he pay the fine and leave town,,

after having spent about 10 day 
in jail. 


“Warrensburg authorities 
wanted to know if we still want- 
ed F, Bam,” Argie Taylor re- 
lated.

They Make Life Happier for Patients 


Women's Auxiliary Members at St. Luke's Hospital Serve Long Hours of Volunteer Duty

HEN you see a staff phy- 
Wisician at St. Luke's Episco- 
val- Presbyterian Hospital 
gulping down a quick*cup of 
coffee im the hall, or a patient 
in ward or private room reading 
a best-seller, or a nurse drop- 
ping into the little chapel for 
Cemmunion, you know the Wom- 
en's Auxiliary is on the job. 
These and many behind-the- 
scenes duties that you would 
never see are the responsibility 
of the womén who give their 
time to the hospital to make life 
happier for the patients and a 
lot less hectic for the staff. More 
than 2200 women belong to the 
Auxiliary, either as individuals 
or as members of affiliated 
groups. Of those, the majority 
give their support, through fi- 
nancial contributions, but those 
who report for active duty gave 
5100 hours of service during the 
first six months of this year. 
Although two sororities and a 
group of Episcopal women al- 
ready had launched service proj- 
ects at St. Luke’s, the Auxiliary 
was established two years ago 
as a means of bringing more 
women into the volunteer pro- 
gram. In keeping with the hos- 
pital’s reorganization under joint 
control of the Protestant Epis- 
copal and Presbyterian Churches, 
the Auxiliary board is “hbi-de- 
nominational,” and includes rep- 
resentatives of both churches. 
Mrs. Roland Bauer, a Presby- 
terian, is president, and Mrs. J. 
M. Huston, also a Presbyterian, 
is first vice president. In charge 
of volunteer services is the sec- 
ond vice president, Mrs. M. S.. 
Gravely, an Episcopalian. Mrs, 
Cecil C. Connelly, also an Epis- 
copalian, is corresponding secre- 
tary. Other offices and com- 
mittee chairmanships are di- 
vided between the two denomi- 
nations and Presbyterian and 
Episcopal churches in this area 
are represented on the board. 
+. * * 


UT wemen from other reli- 
B ous faiths are included in 

the large group of volunteer's 
whose duties range from typing 
to telephoning and from push- 
ing candy carts to making crib 
covers. The hours during which 
volunteers are on duty are from 
9 a.m. to 9 p.m. and some of 
them spend as many as four 
days a week at the hospital. 

They do not i to substitute 
for the nurses. They never dis- 
cuss their patients or concern 
themselves with medical histor- 
jes. They do the thousand and 
one odd jobs around the hos- 
pital which might not get done 
if they weren't there, or other- 
wise would be assigned to the 
already busy professional staff. 

They might be asked to 
answer the telephone, but they 
never give out any information 
on a patient’s condition. They 
might take candy and cigarettes 
into a room, but never without 
checking with the nurses, They 
might read to a patient, but 
never without a special request. 
They might help to feed the 
patient, but only at the nurse's 
request. 

“Occasionally, a person who 
wants to be a volunteer offers 
to help entertain the patients,”

said Mrs. Gravely, “but we don't 
consider entertainment a part 
of our duties. In fact, we sel- 
dom read to a patient unless he 
particularly asks us to. 


“Sometimes, however, the pa- 
tients are lonely or nervous or 
homesick and they just want to 
talk to someone. In that case, 
we consider visiting with a pa- 
tient the most important and 
helpful service we can give. 
Or maybe a woman can’t comb 
her hair well so we do that for 


her, or write a letter to her 
family.” 
Behind the scenes, where 


neither patients nor visitors see 
their work, other volunteers are 
assigned to the linen room, pre- 
paring bandages and dressings, 
or in central supply or in the 
offices, doing stenographic work 
or keeping hospital records. 
And some work on the coffee 
cart, an innovation of the Aux- 
ilidry. Each weekday morning

from 8 to ll-a.m., the women 
are on duty preparing and serv- 
ing hot coffee and doughnuts 
for doctors and staff. That 
means they have to report to the 
hospital at an hour when many 
families are just sitting down to 
breakfast in their own homes.

Members of Pi 
Beta Phi sorority operate a serv- 
ice cart which carries such ar- 
ticles are candy and cigarettes, 
stationery and drugs up and 
down the hospital halls. Patients 
may obtain the articles only 
after volunteers have checked 
with the nursing station. 


Another sorority, Sigma Kap- 
pa, provides current magazines 
and best sellers for the patients 
to read. This is a long-time 
sefvice project of the Greek let- 
ter group and sorority members 


staff the hospital library as well 
as furnish the reading material. 


Because St. Luke’s is church- 
affiliated, there is a tiny chapel 
on the first floor where for 
many years services of the Epis- 
copal church have been held. 


‘ When the Presbyterian church 


assumed joint sponsorship of 
the hospital, services of that 
denomination also were begun 
and once a week nurses gather 
in the chapel for an afternoon 
worship service. Presbyterian 
hymnals as well as the Episco- 
pal Book of Common Prayer are 
found in the chapel. 


Care of the chapeb is under 
auspices of another group with- 
in the Auxiliary, the Episcopal 
Altar Guild, with Mrs. Charlton 
Messick as chairman. Commu- 
nion for staff members and pa- 
tients—some of whom attend in 
their wheel chairs—are held 
each Thursday morning and 
later the chaplain, accompanied 
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MRS. MILLARD M. SMITH SHOWS A SELECTION OF MAGAZINES TO MRS. EVA CLINE, A PATIENT. OTHERS ARE MRS.

go to patients’ rooms for pri- 
vate Communion. 


Special religious services are 
held on Christmas and Easter 
mornings, with volunteers re- 
porting as early as 5:30 a.m. to 
make sure the chapel is ready 
for the 6 o’clock worship serv- 
ice for nurses on early duty. On 
Christmas, a choir goes through 
the corridors singing carols for 
the bedridden patients who can- 
not attend services. 


Indicative of the inter-denom- 
inational spirit of the hospital 
was the contribution of girls 
from Lindenwood College at St. 
Charles, a Presbyterian school. 
They made 400 palm crosses to 
be distributed on Palm Sunday 
in keeping with a religious cus- 
tom of the Episcopal church. 
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THER work also ifs done 
() outsice the hospital. Many 
women’s groups within the 
Presbyterian and Episcopal de- 
nominations conduct special 


crib covers for the _ hospital 
nursery were made by these 
groups. 


But not all the Auxiliary’s 
voluntary work is for the pa- 
tients. Some is for the hospital. 

During the first year of the 
organization’s history, the south 
lounge of the nurses’ residence 
has been refurnished and new 
carpets and draperies provided. 


* The Auxillary also has bought a 


typewriter and adding machine, 
fluorescent lights and secretarial 
desk and chair for the office 


, and a light for the chapel lec- 


tern. 


Three scholarships for nurs- 
ing students have been estab- 
lished, each of which will carry 
an applicant through her entire 
three years of study. 

Some of the program is di- 
rected to help the volunteers 
themselves. Officers have found 
that the long hours of service 
for others are in themselves a 
therapy for loneliness and worry. 


That’s one reason that their 


recruitment drive has been di- 


rected partly toward widows, 
especially those whose husbands 
have been patients in the hos- 
pital. 

There is no fanfare. They 
merely invite the widows to join 


the program of volunteer serv- 


ices if they desire. And many 
of them have responded and 
have become active workers. 
One, for instance, who lost her 
husband a year ago in an auto- 
mobile accident, helps regularly 
with records in the surgery 
room. Another is a library vol- 
unteer, wheeling the portable 
bookcase through the corridor. 
One spends several mornings 
each week at the coffee cart in 
the main corridor and another 
serves long hours with the Altar 
Guild, helping to maintain the 
chapel. 


The widows are not set apart 
from the others. They wear no 
badges of mourning. But they 
have become an important part 
of the Auxiliary’s volunteer pro- 
gram. 


As one official put it: 


“It's a matter of widows’ 
deeds—not weeds.”

Become Concealed Weapon in Every 


Kremlin - Dominated Country--Prison 


For Those Caught Repeating Them

rorists is plotting a stroke of sabotage against the United 


Grorists ie inside a Soviet satellite state a group of ter- 


States. “I have it!” one of them offers. “We'll get a leather 
suitcase, put an atomic bomb in it, and smuggle it into America. 
Then we'll check the suitcase in Grand Central Station. When 
the bomb goes off, it will blow the city off the map.” 


This suggestion is received en- 
thusiastically by everyone but 
the leader, who shakes his head. 


“It won't work,” he says flatly. 


“Why not?” asked the sa- 
boteur. “We've got plenty of 
atom bombs, haven't we?” 

“Sure,” says the leader, “but 
where are we going to get a 
leather suitcase?” 


This sardonic comment on 
living conditions in the Com- 
munist wonderland is a recent 
example of the subversive 
humor that circulates continu- 
ally among the captive popula- 
tions of the Soviet sphere. With 
the press muzzled, the radio 
tongue-tied and free speech 
nelzya — impossible, verboten — 
the man in the Iron Curtain 
street has turned to his one re- 
maining means of honest expres- 
sion: the joke. 


Whispered furtively in crowd- 
ed queues, passed surreptitious- 
ly by word of mouth in factory 
and shop, repeated in the pri- 
vaey of the family circle, the 
anti-Communist gag has become 
a concealed weapon in every 
country dominated by the Krem- 
lin, including Russia itself. Not 
everyone has the courage to riot 
in the streets, but there are few 
too timid to take their crack at 
a system they despise by spread- 
ing the newest underground 
quip, spurred on by the knowl- 
edge that though the commissars 
don't mind being hated they 
can't stand being laughed at. 

Every turn of the news im- 
mediately brings with it a fresh 
batch of forbidden jokes. 

“Isn't it terrible what hap- 
pened to Malenkov?” one East 
German asks another. 

“What happened to him?” 


“Nothing. That's what's 80 
terrible.” 


Uneasy in his new post and 
suspecting that perhaps his 
standing among the common 
people was not of the highest, 
Malenkov is said to have gone 
in disguise through the streets 
of Moscow. He singled out an 
old gaffer from among a group 
of workers, and said: 


“Tell me. What do you really 
think of our new Premier?” 

The old fellow did not answer, 
but took him by the arm and 
led him away from the group up 
a deserted alley. There he looked 
around cautiously to be sure 
nobody was listening. 


“T’ll tell you,” he finally whis- 
pered, “I don't think he’s so 
bad.”

ILD as the jokes may seem 

by our standards, they have 

a grim significance: prison, 
the concentration camp and slave 
labor await those who are caught 
telling them. For like every 
form of free expression, humor 
goes underground in a dictator- 
ship. Wit becomes a _ crime 
against the state, and is pun- 
ished accordingly. 


But so widespread and in- 
grained is the habit of using 
humor as a shield against op- 
pression that the terror itself 
has become a subject to joke 
about. When Jan Cwiklinski, 
the captain of the “Batory,” re- 
cently sought asylum in Eng- 
land he told an anecdote cur- 
rent in his native Poland to 
make clear to reporters why he 
had fled. 

A Pole whe escaped to the 
West, he said, was telling a 


friend why he could not longer 


endure life in Warsaw. “I got 
so I was afraid of the milkman,” 
he explained. 

“But why the milkman?” 

“Every morning when he 
knocked on the door I was afraid 
he wasn’t the milkman.”

To the report- 
er's eye there seemed to be 
nothing particularly jolly about 
life in Red Czechoslavakia, but 
he finally found a worker who 
explained the true meaning of 
the slogan, as follows: 


“We DO live joyfully. It’s 
like this—my wife and I work in 
a state factory. I get up at five 
o'clock and rush to the dairy so 
as not to stand in the queue too 
long. I am third in line, and I 
actually get some milk and the 
last two rolls. We are joyful 
that we have breakfast. 


“We leave for work before 
six o'clock, so there are atill 
some seats left on the street 
car. We are joyful that we can 
sit down and will get to work 
on time. When we come home 
my wife manages to get the last 
four sausages in the government 
shop and again we are joyful 
because we have something for 
supper. We go to bed. In the 
middle of the night the bell 
rings, and when I ‘open the 
door, the police are there! They 
ask, “Mr. Novack?’ I answer, 
‘No, sir, he lives upstairs.’ And 
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now are really joyful, because 
it is Mr. Novack who goes to 
jail, not us!”

NSIDE the Soviet Union, the 
| same disillusion so prevalent in 

the occupied countries is ex- 
pressed in the subterranean hu- 
mor that three decades of in- 
cessant propaganda and oppres- 
sion have not been able to stamp 
out. 

During the last Soviet census, 
one story goes, an official asked 
a gnarled villager how old he 


was, “Thirty-five,” was the re- 
ply. 
This was clearly so untrue 


that the census-taker expressed 
disbelief. 

“Well,” said the oldster, “I'm 
really sixty-five. But these last 
thirty years—you don't call that 
living, do you?” 

A common political joke in 
Russia goes: ‘“‘Have we achieved 
full socialism yet—or are things 
going to get still worse?” 

The perennial boasts of ever- 
soaring Soviet production are 
neatly punctured by this sturdy 
old-timer whose _ popularity 
never seems to wane: 

A Kalingrad factory manager 
was bragging about his output 
to a visiting foreigner. “Would 
you believe it?” he says. “Our 
shop increased production by 
640 per cent last month!”

But in a 
totalitarian state any sign of 
heresy—including heretical hu- 
mor—means that the pattern of 
absolute submission is being 
broken, that a mind which should 
be enslaved is still functioning 
freely. Hence every new joke 
that circulates among the people 
is a fresh affront to the system, 
another pin-prick in the hide of 
its masters. 
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underlying theme is disillu- 

sionment; disillusionment with 
the way things are, notalgia for 
things as they used to be, These 
two elements are best illus- 
trated, perhaps, tn one of the 
most popular of the stories cur- 
rent in the Soviet Zone of Ger- 
many: 

One day an ardent Commu- 
nist from West Germany was 
traveling by train in the Soviet 
Zone. His chance companion was 
a little old farm woman, to whom 
he began describing the miser- 
able conditions in the capitalistic 
West. The conversation, how- 
ever, was considerably hampered 
by the fact that Grandma was 
very hard of hearing.

The abundant nuances and se- 
dentary pace promote depth at 
the expense of grace.

The Amsterdam Concertge- 
bouw Orchestra under Edouard 
van Beinum gives muscular, 
broad and spacious performances 
of the Sibelius symphonic poems 
“En Saga” and “Tapiola.”

Both deal 
with the same subject matter— 
the dark, wild spaces of Finnish 
folklore—but “Taptola” which 
was written more than 30 years 
after "En Saga” is technically 
more mature and varied and 
much more poetic.

How to Buy | 
Glassware 


Intelligently 


By Dorothy Brainerd 


6 ¢ ¥ am to be an October bride, 
J ana have been given a 
check with which to buy 
my glassware,” 
A.S. “Naturally I am anxious to 
have everything in my new home 
as nice as it can be. But frankly, 
I don’t know anything about 
glassware. Can you give me any 
advice, and tell me how I can 
know if it is of good quality? I 
would really appreciate it.” 

First of all, Miss S., you would 
be wise to choose from “open 
stock,” which means that you al- 
Ways can get replacements and 
additions. You can buy glass- 
ware by the piece, the dozen or 
the place setting. It is a good 
idea to start with the essentials 
and gradually add the extra 
pieces, Ask the saleswoman to 
show you the place setting 
actually set out, then have her 
bring you samples of china, 
silver and linen as nearly as 
possible like the patterns you 
intend to buy so that you can 
have a sort of dress rehearsal of 
how your table will look. The 
pattern you choose will depend 
upon your taste and way of life 
-~—whether formal or informal. 

The time-honored test for 
judging a crystal goblet is to tap 
the bowl lightly with your fing- 
ers; it should ring with a clear, 
musical tone. Be sure that it is 
standing on something or is held 
by the stem, as it won’t respond 
if your fingers are the touching 
the bowl. Also, the shape will 
determine its tone. 

However, it is a mistaken idea 
to think that all glass must ring 
like a bell. Good-quality hand- 
cast or pressed glass (including 
plates, bowls, etc.) will not ring 
when you tap it because the 
lime it contains for added 
strength and toughness keeps it 
from ringing. It should give out 
@ muffled sound as you tap. 

Hold the glass to the light to 
see that it free from distor- 
tions, and to test its clarity. 
(Inferior glass has a greenish or 
bluish tinge.) Other signs of 
quality are smooth edges; 
smooth, firm joining of stems 
and bowls; and sharp, accurate, 
clearly defined details in etched 
patterns, :

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HE LARGEST SIDEWHEEL steamboat left 
on the Mississippi, and one of the least 
known, quietly plies its trade as a railroad 
ferry at Ste. Genevieve, Missouri. From 7 a.m. 
to 7 p.m., seven days a week, the huge boat 
plows back and forth across the muddy 
river transferring freight cars between the 
Missouri and Illinois banks. With no railroad 
bridge spanning the river between St. Louis 
and Thebes, Illinois, below Cape Girardeau, 
the transfer boat has been the only rail con- 
nection between these points for eastern and 
western roads for more than a half century. 
Named the Ste. Genevieve, the steel hulled 
sidewheeler makes six round trips daily, carry- 
ing 18 cars on each crossing: On its broad 
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deck, almost as long as a football field and 
about half as wide, are three tracks which 
accommodate six cars each. Long inclined 
trestles extend into the river from each bank 
for loading and unloading the ferry bridge. 

Many years ago a number of transfer 
boats operated on the Mississippi, but except 
for one other smaller ferry at Helena, Ar- 
kansas, the Ste. Genevieve is the last of the 
vanishing vessels. It forms a vital link in the 
little Missouri- Illinois Railroad, a 170-milé 
subsidiary line of the Missouri Pacific. The 
Mike and Ike, as the line is known, serves the 
lead belt of Southeast Missouri and the coal 
and oil fields of Southwest Illinois, and ‘by- 
passes the busy St. Louis terminal.

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WEST GERMAN ELECTION 


Chief Issue in Today's Vote Ils Whether Armed Co-operation 


With West or a Reunited Germany Is Nation's First Business

N ETRUSCAN sculpture in terra cotta of 
the goddess Diana, considered one of the 
finest of its kind in existen¢te, has been 

acquired by the City Art Museum and goes on 
exhibition today. e figure of the virgin 
goddess of the moon and the chase was cre- 
ated by an unknown sculptor about 480 B.C. 
It was removed in pieces from an excavation 
north of Rome in 1872, and only recently re- 
stored. 

The 2400-year-old Etruscan Diana is seen 
striding briskly, carrying her bow and a quiv- 
er of arrows’, with a fawn leaping at her side. 
She has a somewhat stocky figure. Her eyes 
are engagingly direct in their look, and she 
is depicted with a half-smile. The figure, 50 
inches high, is a prized addition to the St. 
Louis public art collection, both for its un- 
usually good state of preservation and its 
rarity. 

Only six other examples of similar age, 
size and quality exist. The purchase price of 
$56,000, which will be paid over a three-year 
period, makes it the museum's fourth most 
costly possession. All the other three are

The Etruscans, a pre-Roman people, came

ey spoke a complex language of which 
practically nothing is now known, lived in 
autonomous cities, had well-trained armies 
and a navy that was for some time the scourge 
of the Mediterannean. In 474 B.C., not long 
after the probable date of the Diana figure, 
they were defeated by the Greeks and Car- 
thaginians, which weakened and prepared 
them for their eventual conquest by Rome. 
The few Etruscan art works that have sur- 
vived include tomb fresco paintings, small ob- 
jects in metal and ivory, vases and sculpture 
—miniatures in bronze and large figures in 
terra cotta. In the latter material, the Etruscan 
sculptors attained a technique that surpassed 
all other ancient peoples, and the Diana dates 
from the most brilliant period of their art. 
Restoring the Diana was a problem of 
fitting together one major and 20 minor pieces, 
and supplying a few missing ts. It was 
done by Joseph Ternbach of ote York, a 
serge at repairing ancient art objects, who 
also restored the museum's 2600- year - old 
Greek helmet, one of its principal showpieces.

ISSOURI IS IN THE GRIP OF A SEVERE DROUTH for the second 

M consecutive year. Seventy-two of the state’s 114 counties have been 

classified disaster areas, the list including all of the area south of 

the Missouri river and two counties north of the river. In that vast region, 

little or no rain fell in almost four months. Lack of precipitation coupled 

with prolonged spells of extremely hot weather left the countryside 
parched and barren. 

Farm ponds and streams dried up, wells got low. Corn now is wither- 
ing, and what is left is being stripped by grasshoppers. Cotton is maturing 
too early, soybeans are shriveling. Hay grasses are burned out, and pas- 
tures are brown and bare. The ground is too hard for fall plowing. 
Without adequate food and water, beef and dairy cattle are emaciated. 
Many farmers are broke. 

The widespread drouth is worse than last year’s, which was con- 
fined mostly to south-central and southwestern areas of the state. In those 
regions the cumulative effects of two consecutive dry years have seriously 
damaged the farm economy. Some dairy farmers and beef producers are 
selling out, others are trying to survive with the aid of the federal drouth 


emergency feed program. Business is reported declining in towns in the 
stricken areas, No evalautions of losses can be made, but State Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture L. C. Carpenter said they undoubtedly are running 
into many millions of dollars. Over the state, precipitation has been 
below normal for 16 straight weeks. , 

Southwest Missouri is particularly hard hit—some say even worse 
than Oklahoma and Texas. In the center of this dairy and beef raising 
region is Greene county, of which Springfield is the county seat. The 
area had a good rain in mid-May. Since then, summer rainfall totaled a 
meager 2.59 inches, as compared to a normal of 12.74 inches, making this 
summer the driest in the 65-year history of the Springfield weather bureau. 

The drouth in that part of Missouri has been continuing since Decem- 
ber, 1951, according to C. C. Williford, head of the Springfield weather 
bureau. Rainfall has been below normal in 15 of the last 20 months, he 
said, and the accumulated deficiency now stands at 24 inches. ‘The 
people seem licked, their spirit broken,” the weatherman added. “For us 
the drouth is fast becoming a major calamity. Another year like this one 
will destroy our economy.’

At 7 a.m. Frank Shurtleff, chief 
cook at these chowder festivals 
. for more than 10 years, puts 
chunks of beef in water il- 
ing in the kettles. Six hundred 
pounds of beef had been cut up 
the night before with a band 
saw and knives. This job took 
three and a half hours, used to 
require all night when all cut- 
ting was done by hand. Other 
meat for chowder came from 75 
chickens and 13 squirrels, all 
donated by citizens. In recent 
years squirrels have been dif- 
ficult to obtain in quantity. 
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ONE GAP, ILLINOIS; population 325, 
swarmed with visitors the other day. The 
occasion was the town’s annual chowder 

festival, a community-sponsored project orig- 
inated more than 30 years ago. There were 
580 gallons of chowder, which contained three 
kinds of meat and eight vegetables, and the 
estimated 1500 persons to whom it was served 
exhausted the supply in less than an hour 
after serving began at noon. 

An executive committee of six members 
and 30 subcommittees involving 100 persons 
began planning the chowder festival a month 
before. The day before the event, 33 seventy- 
pound iron kettles were taken out of storage 
in a barn near the festival site, a fire trench 
was dug and about 600 pounds of beef was 
cut in small pieces. 

Situated 140 miles east of St. Louis, near 
the Indiana line, Bone Gap was given its name 
by early white settlers, so the story goes, be- 
cause of the piles of animal bones they found 
there. ese, together with arrowheads and 
implements, indicated Indians had used the 
site as a camping place and observation post.

ERE'S A STORY about a man who turned 
a failing business into a $12,000,000 
fortune by following the Golden Rule 
—Do unto others as you would have 
them do unto you. 
it all started back in 1936 when Fred F. 
Alford, a Dallas accountant, was called in to 
check the books of a cold storage firm that 
was losing money. 
“After looking at the books,” he says, “I 
knew it was just a case of bad management.” 
So Alford, a big, outspoken man, told the 
owners he'd like to try running the business 
himself. They took him up on it. 
Alford was a go-getter, and by 1940, busi- 
ness was booming. Alford had to expand. He 
acquired three new buildings. By 1947, he 


owned the largest cold storage plant in the. 


world. 
@ How did he do it? By “mechanization” — 
and “humanization.” 

The brash accountant’s first revolutionary 
decision was to send electric fork lift trucks 
into the sub-zero storage compartments to 
speed-up handling of merchandise. 


Forks Don't Freeze 


Everybody told him the machines wouldn't 
work. But Alford had seen men collapse from 
toiling in Arctic cold one minute and under a 
blazing sun the next. He had to try lifts. 

Result: far from collapsing, each lift truck 
soon was handling more material in one hour 
than five laborers could in a day. 

But Alford moved on to “humanization.” 
@ “This may sound corny,” he says, “but I 
base my whole operation on treatin’ other peo- 
ple just like I would like them to treat me.” 

Alford found cold storage workers had 
tough sledding financially. Their hourly wages 
were irregular; store owners, at times, didn’t 
like to give them credit. He took another revo- 
lutionary step: he guaranteed his men an an- 
nual income of at least $2,400.

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Out of personal tragedy, 
FRED McMANUS, right. wouldn't look at his father after the arrest 


@ As this was written, Mose McManus’ son was woiting 
to go on trial in Canandaigua, N. Y., for murdering 
Wiliam A. Broverman, 19, a rt College student. 

Braverman was only the first of persons who died 
when Fred E. McManus, a handsome, 18-year-old Ma- 
rine, went on a shocking “lost weekend” last March. 

The others who died were: George Bloomberg, 56, 
ond his wife, Florence, 55, operators of a general store 
in Keeneyville, ll.; and Mrs. Harriet Horsman, 48, waitress, 
and Mrs. Agnes Beaston, 43, wife of the owner of a cafe 
in Spring Valley, Minn. 

The shooting spree started Friday night, March 27. 
McManus was arrested the following Tuesday in Dubuque, 
lowa, along with 16-year-old Diane Marie Weggeland 
whom he called his “wife.” 

The news stunned the New York suburban community, 
Valley Stream, L. |, where McManus, son of a prosperous 
accounting executive, was known as “the politest boy in 
town.” And it deeply shocked the boy's parents. 

Now young McManus’ father breaks o six-month si- 
lence—fo tell what his son's tragic outburst means to 
porents everywhere.—THE EDITORS. 


VALLEY STREAM, N. Y. 
N TUESDAY evening, March 31, the phone 
in our Long Island home rang. When I 
answered, a gruff-voiced newspaper man 
barked: 
“You got a son named Fred E. Mc- 
Manus?” 

“Yes,” I said. 

“Well, he’s been arrested out in Dubuque, Iowa, 
for murder .. .” 

“I don't believe it,” I said and, after a few questions, 
hung up. 

Would you believe it? But then maybe you don't 
know your boy any better than I did. 

The last time I had talked with Fred was 10 days 
before. He had just come home on leave from the 
Marines. He came to the attic where I was laying a 
floor to ask me if he could borrow the car. 

He was planning a trip to visit Diane Weggeland, 
a girl he had met briefly at our summer place in 
Marion, N. Y., the fall before. I told him he couldn't 
have the car. His mother needed it to take his two 
younger sisters to school. 

“All right,” he said. I tried to persuade him not 
to go. But he said Diane had a “psychological prob- 
lem” and needed his help. 


“Well, a trip like that might get you in trouble,” 
I warned. “You look fine in that Marine uniform, 
Fred. You never want to disgrace it.” 

“Dad,” he said, “never worry about that.” 

So I didn’t believe the newspaperman. But, of 
course, I put in a call to the Dubuque police. Soon 
I was flying West, hoping against hope that there had 
been a mistake. There hadn't. The 18-year-old boy 
they were holding on a murder charge was my son, 
Fred. 

He didn’t seem the same when I saw him. He 
was. sort of hypnotized. He seemed to be living in 
another world. 
> 1 still don't think Fred realizes what he did. He 
seems to feel like a modern Peter Pan who swooped 
this girl up out of all her troubles and took her with 
him into that other world. 

Since his arrest, Fred has made a lot of statements 
about how hard a life he had. Looking back, I guess 
maybe he’s right, because we didn't understand him. 

It's hard for me to talk about this. I still haven't 
recovered from the shock. I'm doing it in hope my 
story might help even one parent understand his child 
—before it’s too late. 

We've learned the hard way that parents should 
be seriously concerned about all the little things their 
children do. It’s too easy to think that a lot of these 
things don’t matter, simply because the children are 
little. 

When Freddie was three or four, for example, he 
was full of nervous energy. We had a scene with him 
every time we tried to put him to bed. And more than 
once he got involved in serious pranks like lighting 
fires. 


He Pulied His Hair Out 


NEVER thought much about these things. To me 
he was just a normal, energetic boy. We didn't 
really get alarmed about him until he developed a 
habit of pulling his hair out. We took him to our 
family doctor who sent him to a psychiatrist. 
> The psychiatrist’s records show he recommended 
Freddie be sent to Bellevue Hospital for observation. 
I don’t remember any such recommendation. 

Well, that was at least one time when we made a 
big mistake. We sent Fred to a nursery. We thought 
he might improve by playing with other children. He 
disliked it so much that several times we had to 
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carry him into the nursery screaming. Finally, our 
doctor told us to stop forcing him to go. 

I guess we didn’t find Freddie’s behavior too sur- 
prising then, because the whole family was upset. His 
mother, who had grown up in a friendly Southern 
town, was finding it difficult to adjust to city life. I 
was trying to go to night school and moving from job 
to job. (Two different companies I worked for went 
out of business.) So there wasn’t any place for Freddie 
to play near the apartment that we could afford. 

Finally, I sent both Freddie and his mother back to 
her home for about nine months. That seemed to 
help. Freddie had a yard, and cousins to play with. 

I didn’t think a thing about it—until very recently 
—when his mother wrote me about an accident he had. 
Freddie was up in a tree. When his mother called 
him into the house, he didn’t climb down. He simply 
jumped out. He broke several small bones in his feet. 

Another time, when he was eight or so, Freddie 
came crawling upstairs, sobbing. He told us he had 
climbed out the window and held on by his hands. 
Then he dropped about ten feet to the ground. He 
said he got the idea from a nursery story. 


The Snow Man incident 


EN THERE was the movie we took of Freddie 
building a large snow man and butting it down 
with his head. I always liked that. You see, all 

these things added up in my mind to a picture of a 
regular boy. 
>» Now I'm wondering whether the truth was that 
Freddie just never thought of the consequences. He 
certainly never seemed to learn from experience. 
When Freddie and his mother came back from the 
South, he went to kindergarten. He seemed to get 
along all right at school, but he still pulled his hair. 
- We tried everything. We had his hair shaved once, 
several times we got him a crew cut. But these things 
embarrassed him. So finally we let it go. We put the 
hair pulling down as one of those childhood things. 
When Freddie was about 12, he got into quite a 
bit of trouble. At the time, though, it seemed normal 
enough for a high-strung boy. A policeman came to 
the house and said a woman had seen Freddie pitch 
a rabbit into a stream. 
> “Why did you do it?” I asked Fred. 
> “I just wanted to see the rabbit swim,” he said. 
>» So I whipped him. The policeman had demanded 
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Fred McManus’ father asks all parents: Do you really know your son? 


that I do something. 

Halloween night, Freddie and three boys filled 
water pistols with red fluid. They squirted it on a 
neighbor's white door. It washed off, but the woman 
complained. So I whipped Freddie again. 

The next Halloween Freddie and a group of boys 
cut a hole in a screen door and threw firecrackers on 
the porch. New screens cost me $40. I whipped 
Freddie. 

A few years later Freddie got in trouble with the 
law again. He had gone to a camp with friends. They 
were planning to do some target shooting. Instead 
they hunted rabbits. They weren't old enough to be 
licensed. Once more I whipped Freddie. : 

He never tried to make excuses. Yet he didn’t think 
he was guilty; he just thought he was playing with 
the other boys. 

Now I know I was probably wrong to whip him. 
] just thought he was being ornery and stubborn. Now 
I know better. I didn’t understand him. 

Freddie was fairly good in school. He took an 
achievement test, going into fifth grade. He placed 
on a tenth grade level in literature, reading and 
science. But in spelling and writing he was behind. 

I just assumed the boy wasn’t taking enough time 
to learn how to write. So I made him sit and do writ- 
ing exercises. The school told us none of the children 
write as well these days as they used to. 
> I don’t know about the rest of them, but, looking 
back on it, 1 don’t think Freddie could control his 
hands like a normal boy. 


We Practiced Football 


MIGHT have known it then. I used to practice foot- 
ball with Freddie. He couldn't handle the ball 
well. 
But all of these things were like the cloud they 
talk about that’s no bigger than a man’s hand. They 
didn’t really portend a storm. 

In the main, as he grew into a husky teenager, 
Fred was a boy you could be proud of. I had always 
talked to him about seeing him through college. In 
his senior year in high school he wrote for informa- 
tion from several colleges. 

Then one day he announced he wanted to go into 
the service. I promised him a car if he would go on 
to college. |. even went out and bought a car and told 
him, “That's yours as long as you stay in school.” 


Fred seemed happy and I thought the problem 
was solved. Then a friend joined the Marines. He 
came home with such glowing reports that Fred de- 
termined to sign up as soon as he left high school. 

But Fred needed our signatures. We had a terrific 
argument. Finally, we decided we'd let him go since 
he obviously had his heart set. He was so elated he 
didn’t even complain over my decision to sell his car. 
>» And there’s one more thing about cars. In July, 
1951, Fred smashed up our family car in an accident 
near Marion. The doctors discovered then—for the 
first time—that he had a spinal injury dating from 
birth. 

That's another thing we had never known about our 
son. Maybe it accounts for all the rest. I don't know. 
But doctors told us at the time that even an opera- 
tion couldn't correct it. 

- The Marine Corps seemed to do wonders for Fred. 
He didn’t write much, but on his weekends home he 
was more sure of himself, more cheerful than he had 
ever been. He was going with a very nice home town 
girl. Occasionally he brought her home to dinner. 

During his high school days, Fred went out as 
often as any of the boys, I guess, but he didn’t mix 
too much with the family at home. He was a big, lively 
boy, and he and his mother didn’t see eye-to-eye

about a lot of things, like picking up his stuff and 
sticking his feet on the furniture. I usually took his 
mother’s part. 

>» So Freddie often spent his evenings alone in his 
room, reading or lying on the bed listening to the 
radio. He was fond of pets. He kept one of them, a 
white mouse, in the bedroom. I can remember going 
by and hearing Fred talk to that mouse, as if it were 
human. 

When he was leaving for the Marines, Fred spent 
days telephoning friends in a futile effort to get rid 
of the mouse. On the day he left, he came down to 
breakfast with tears in his eyes. 

“The mouse died during the night,” Fred told his 
mother. “I flushed him down the toilet.” 

But six months in the Marines seemed to turn Fred 
into a man. We were surprised when he announced 
that he wanted to go up and visit Diane on his 10- 
day furlough last March. We tried to persuade him 
to spend the time with other girls he knew. When he 
insisted, we said, “You're a Marine now. You ought 
to be able to take care of yourself.” 


Short on Understanding 


E WASN'T, of course. But how could we know? 
H I guess his mother and I were a little short 
on understanding all the way along the line. 
Looking back over the years, 1 can see so many times 
—the hair pulling, the daredevil stunts, the adolescent 
pranks, the conversations with a mouse — when I 
should have devoted more time and patience to my 
son. 
> But I was a busy man trying to make a way in the 
world. None of these things seemed alarming at the 
time. Nobody else was disturbed about Freddie — 
neighbors, teachers, doctors. Other people trusted Fred 
to sit with their babies. He was praised for his work in 
Civil Defense. Our friends were as shocked at the news 
as we were. 
> I am not trying to make excuses. Instead, | am 
trying to issue a warning to parents everywhere. 
Don’t wait. There will never be a better time than 
now to find out what's going on inside your children’s 
heads. And, if you find something that frightens, you, 
don’t let pride make foolish excuses for you. Get 
whatever professional help you can. 
You can begin right now by trying honestly to 
answer the question: Do you really know your son?

MAN WHO HAS spent 15 years find- 

ing out how motorists get killed 
says: 

“I am convinced it is possible 
today to build a car in which you can hit 
a stone wall head-on at 40 miles an hour— 
and stay alive and unhurt.” 

The man is Andrew J. White, retired 
car instrument manufacturer, who runs 
Motor Vehicle Research, Inc., here, a lab- 
oratory for the study of auto safety. 

Hoping to hurry the day of the crash- 
proof car, White and his staff: 
>» Crash remote-control cars (see photo), 
loaded with instruments, at 55 m.p.h. 
> Test effects of crashes on specially-con- 
structed dummy riders. 
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“MR. WILSOFEN’S” HEAD breaks windshield in 


» Make “panic stops” (jamming on 
brakes) at speeds up to 70 m.p.h. 

>» Examine hundreds of cars reduced to 
junk in fatal crashes. 

>» Drive all makes of cars through snow- 
banks, hood-deep water and mudholes. 

Strange things, White found, can hap- 
pen when your car hits an immovable 
object. 

He’s learned that your car “humps up” 
in a sudden stop. The back end rises, the 
front end dives. This action can drive your 
head through the roof. 

Then there is “back seat shrapnel” — 
objects you pile on the shelf under the rear 
window. In a crash, or even in a panic 
stop, things like flashlights or tin cans will 
fly forward with enough force to fracture 
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another experimental crash 


at 35 m.p.h. Blow would have crushed a human skull, jagged glass would 
have slashed a human face. Impact pulled “‘victim" partly out of trousers. 


your skull. 

In one accident, White found, a picnic 
basket on the rear shelf literally exploded 
from the crash impact. 

Knives and forks burst out of the 
basket, flew forward, imbedded them- 
selves in the head and neck of a passenger 
in the front seat. He died instantly. 

One safeguard against “shrapnel,” 
White suggests, would be to eliminate 
back-seat shelves. 

In some cars, the automatic shift lever 
can cause trouble. A child, for example, 
grasping the lever, can throw the trans- 
mission into reverse while you're driving. 

White himself tried it one day at 20 
m.p.h. The car bucked as though a giant 
hand were cuffing it around. 

White adds a word of caution about 
ignition locks. Many systems today com- 
bine lock and starter. Children in your car 
may turn the key. If the car is in gear, 
results may be disastrous. To be safe, he 
says, don’t leave keys in your car. 


For Greater Safety 


AY’s cars are fine pieces of machin- 
ery White believes, but many could 
be designed for greater safety in these 

two areas: 

>» DASHBOARD: Streamlining could elimi- 
nate lethal knobs and projecting dials. 

>» ROOF: Use of the stunt-men’s “roll- 
over” bar, to form an arch over your head, 
would keep the top of your car from cav- 
ing in during a roll-over. White believes 
this could be built into car tops. 

“The secret of safe cars,” says White, 
“is eliminating those features of construc- 
tion that can kill you at the moment of a 
crash. Cars will become campletely safe 
only when the occupants are properly 
‘packaged’ to survive an accident.” *

HEN QUEEN ELIZABETH’S uncle, 
the DUKE OF GLOUCESTER, went 
to a dinner of the Royal Pho- 


tographic Society, he told the 
president, “My family are great photog- 
raphers, you know.” 

He was right. The photographers in the 
royal family come in all shapes and sizes, 
from the expert DUKE OF EDINBURGH to 
QUEEN ELIZABETH herself. 

It surprises some people to know that 
England’s queen is a pretty good photog- 
rapher. She knows all about filters and ex- 
posures, but usually relies on intuitive, 
happy-go-lucky (and remarkably success- 
ful) methods of her own. 
>» All of England’s royal photographers, 
however, suffer from the same frustration: 
they have to use their cameras at home or, 
ut best, bring them out only when vaca- 
tioning in some spot far from the curious 
eyes of the public. 

In public they are photographed end- 
lessly, but as PRINCESS MARGARET once 
remarked, “We cannot photograph back!” 

This restraint is keenly felt by Queen 
Elizabeth, for she is a born sight-seer and 
suffers from the same “camera itch” that 
most people feel when traveling. She likes 
to bring back pictures of things she’s seen. 
This was never more apparent than during 
the carefree months she spent in Malta 
when she was Princess Elizabeth and her 
husband, then LIEUTENANT MOUNT- 
BATTEN, was aboard HMS Chequers. 


The Crew Watched 


HE LOVED best to sling a camera over 
her shoulder and spend long sunny 
afternoons in the byways of Malta 

where citizens posed politely for her. 

The princess snapped her husband's 
ship and got good pictures of him playing 
polo. She “shot” him at the wheel of his 
car and rowing across a creek. 

When HMS Chequers sailed one day 
for Alexandra, her crew saw the Princess 
standing on the quay, a movie camera at 
her eye. This had been a wedding present 
from LORD MOUNTBATTEN. 

At the recent Olympic equestrian trials 
at Badminton, the Queen took a long 
series of action shots of horses jumping. 
She used her twin lens reflex camera. 

Princess Margaret, too, took photo- 
graphs, but her liking for photography is 
less than her sister's. 
>» The Duke of Edinburgh is so good at 
photography that he “talks shop” with 
proféssionals. He exposed hundreds of 
feet of film with almgst professional non- 


chalance before his marriage. He some- 
times developed his own prints. . 

The royal photographs are kept in al- 
bums like those the young Princess Eliz- 
abeth had in nursery days. 

Those early snapshots were painstak- 
ingly captioned by the Princess in hef 
schoolgirl hand: 
>» “Margaret on Hans her pony at Bal- 
moral.” 

» “A wartime memory of Sea Rangers 
Camp in the grounds of Windsor Castle.” 
> “The two of us with Anne and Ruth and 
Dawn Simpson, Muriel and Pat and 
Josephine Burwell Smith and Iris Woods 
in trench during alert for flying bombs.”

HOLLYWOOD gossip columnist re- 

ported that crooner Frank Sin- 

atra and his wife Ava Gardner 

were seen drinking together in 
London’s Les Ambassadeurs. 

For 40 minutes—so the story goes—the 
couple didn’t say a word to each other. 

Then Frankie asked, “What tyme is it?” 

“Hell, how do I know?” Ava snapped. 

At that Frankie got up and said, “See 
you later.” 

True or not, this story is typical of the 
kind of “press” the bantamweight singer 
and his luscious bride have been getting 
for the last three years. 
> Sinatra's first brush with the fourth es- 
tate occurred long before his name was 
linked with Ava’s. But since the breakup 
of his idyllic (by Hollywood standards) 
first marriage, the slender crooner’s rela- 
tions with newspaper people the world 


over have been so tense that sometimes a __ 


punch or two have been thrown. 

Why? Frankie shrugs and says, “/f ever 
a man was misunderstood, I’m that man!” 

And now that Columbia Pictures have 
released “From Here To Eternity,” a lot 
of people are beginning to think there 
might be something in what Frankie says. 
Already there’s talk that Sinatra will get 
an Academy Award for his sensitive por- 
trayal of Maggio, a young Italian GI. 


The Record—9 Fights 


TILL there’s the record that began 
April 9, 1947, outside Ciro’s here. 
Sinatra kayoed a New York colum- 

nist named Lee Mortimer, in a brawl. 

>» Since then, the scrawny tenor from 
Hoboken, N.J., has shown a tendency to 
snarl at or actually slug newsmen wher- 
ever and whenever the occasion presented 
itself. 

The real trouble started when Frankie 
left his childhood sweetheart, Nancy Bar- 
batto, and their three children after seven 
years of marriage. Although they were 
both Catholics, Nancy, who had become 
one of the most respected and attractive 
women in the film colony, said, “If Frank 
wants his freedom, I will give it to him.” 

Frankie took his freedom. But even be- 
fore that, he had been pursuing Ava in a 
world-wide romance that made “good 
copy” for newspapers and magazines. 

» And Frankie didn’t like it. On May 20, 
1950, for example, he stamped his foot 
peevishly on the runway of a London 
airport as he told reporters how the 
Spanish press had “invented” a triangle 
involving himself, Ava and a bull-fighter. 
>» More than a year later (Aug. 5, 1951),

a photographer snapped a picture of 
Frankie and his party, including Ava, in 
the Beachcomber night club at Acapulco, 
Mexico. Sinatra shouted at the photog- 
rapher, “You so-and-so.” 

“Careful, Frankie,” a reporter said. 
“We'll print that in the States.” 

Frankie yelled, “You miserable crumb 
.. . Print that, you so-and-so!” 

“We sure will,” the reporter said. 

Later, another photographer took a pic- 
ture of Frankie and Ava. A bodyguard 
threatened to shoot the photographer. 
Frankie and his friends grabbed the cam- 
era and destroyed the film. 
>» Then in an argument so loud it could 
be heard over the night club music, 
Frankie shouted: “This is a private affair 
of my own, and I don't have to talk to 
anyone. It wasn't the press who made me 
famous. It was my singing and the Ameri- 
can public.” 
>» Three days later, photographer William 
Eccles was trying to take pictures of 
Sinatra's arrival at Los Angeles Interna- 
tional Airport. Eccles says the crooner 
swerved his car at him and actually 
brushed his leg. “Next time, I'll kill you,” 
Sinatra snarled, according to Eccles. 
>» The following November, when Ava 
and Frankie arrived in New York's Penn- 
sylvania Station, after getting their mar- 
riage license in Philadelphia, they were 
guarded by a private detective who swung 
an umbrella at cameramen and reporters. 
>» A few days later on Nov. 7 Frankie 
journeyed back to Philadelphia for his 
wedding in suburban Germantown. As he 
crossed the lawn of the home where Ava 
was waiting, Frankie looked at the crowd 
(most of them newsmen) and muttered, 
“Who are these creeps?” 
>» And in the argument later over who 
should get what pictures, Frankie told 
Associated Press photographer Warren 
Winterbottom: “I'll bet you $500 you 
don’t get a picture of me. And if you do,

rll knock you down!” 
>» After a brief honeymoon in the Carib- 


. bean, the Sinatras landed at New York’s 


Idlewild Airport. Newsmen asked where 
they planned to stay. 

“That's none of your business,” Frankie 
said. 

That set the tone for a snarling inter- 
change between Frankie and reporters. 
The singer said to one man, “If you were 
my age and weight, I could take you.” 

After the newsworthy events of Sinatra's 
courtship, divorce and marriage, the strife 
subsided somewhat. But every so often 
reporters and columnists would print 
items about Frankie and Ava. In fact, so 
much was printed about their arguments 
that it looked almost like the idyl was 
over before it had really begun. 


‘Ava Would Fry...’ 


ERE were stories like the one about 
the beach umbrella in Honolulu. It 
seems that a beach boy refused to 

bring Frankie an umbrella, explaining 
that the umbrella’s sharp spike would 
make it a-hazard on a windy day. 

Frankie got one anyway. So the beach 
boy roped off the area where Frankie and 
Ava sat, leaving them in solitude. Frankie, 
of course, never explained the story. 

Much later, when somebody criticized 
him for such behavior, Frankie said, “You 
know that Honolulu sun. And you know 
how fair Ava is. She would fry without 
an umbrella.” 

Such a situation probably accounts for 
Frankie’s conviction that there are two 
sides to every story. He claims reporters 
should do a little more digging. 

“A phone call,” he says, “could straight- 
en everything out, if anybody bothered 
to ask.” 

But — perhaps for obvious reasons — 
newspapermen aren’t bothering to ask 
Frank Sinatra these days. The result: 
Frankie has been dogged throughout his 
recent Continental tour by what he calls 

In Malmo, Sweden, Frankie was criti- 
cized for rubbing his hands together from 
the cold and sipping hot tea. He was re- 
ported to be showing distaste for his work- 
ing conditions. Actually, he drinks tea all 
the time to relax his throat. 

In Denmark, a news story said, “Sinatra 
threw a fan out of the theater.” According 
to Frankie, the man, a photographer, was 
ejected by the manager. 
> “Wouldn't you be surprised if you had 
flash bulbs go off right in front of you 
during a performance?” Frankie asks. 
“This guy comes right up on the stage 


and hits me in the face with a camera.” 

Only once, however, have Frankie's 
fights with the European press erupted 
in the old style. He scuffled with a photog- 
rapher in Rome last May. 

Frankie appeared, for a while at least, 
to be making every effort to be with his 
wife. Staying abroad for the “18-months 
stretch” to avoid taxes, she was making 
movies in England and Africa. To be with 
her in Kenya and still get his part in 
“From Here To Eternity,” Fraakie trav- 
elled 60,000 miles in round-trips between 
Hollywood and Africa. 

Frankie's mellower than ever. The fans 
still like him. He breaks records wherever

he appears. The crooning flash of the 40's, 
who was the idol of swooning, squealing 
bobby-soxers, has run through millions. 
But he’s convinced he can make a fortune 
again. 

As for Ava—the girl who didn't achieve 
her dream of getting a man, a home and 
children with either Mickey Rooney or 
Artie Shaw—she’s gained 10 pounds! “l 
used to get nervous,” she says, “and when 
I am nervous I don't eat.” 

Frankie and Ava are on record as say- 
ing they want to buy a home in Holly- 
wood. There’s some evidence that Ava is 
a home girl. 

When she moved into her London fiat, 
she found it needed cleaning. Ava didn’t 
wait for the maid. She got into an old pair 
of slacks and started to scrub the floor. 

The maid finally appeared. Looking at 
the dirt, then at Ava’s soapy hands, she 
said: “I can’t imagine what Miss Gardner 
will say about this!” 

And so it goes with the Sinatras. They're 
“good copy” because of scrapes with the 
press—and with each other. Just when the 
next flare-up will come, no one knows.
